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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Baker agreed to modify claim 17 to recite that the heating 
element comprises "a fixed surface which heats the glass workpiece." This amendment was made to better define that 
the heating element fixed surface is being referred to and not the surface on the glass workpiece being heated. The 
proposed amendment was agreed to by the Examiner. Mr. Baker and Examiner Colaianni also discussed claims 24 
and 36 but nothing was agreed to. IVIr. Baker may submit arguments and amendments to claims 24 and 36 . 
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
